Mr. Wm. M. Connelly la under indictment, in the U. S. 
District Conrt at Cincinnati, for barbooring the slaves of 
CoL Witbeia of Keotocky, while they were in that city In 
Jane last. To escape the bloodhoanda of the United 
Stetes, he came to this city several months since sod ob¬ 
tained employment as a writer in a daily newspaper. 
Lately, however, a Deputy Marihal came hither from Cin¬ 
cinnati aod reqnested CapL Rynders, Marshal of this Dio- 
trict, to aid him in arresting Connelly. Ryodert, aa we 
learn from the Cincinnati OauUt, designated one of his | 
deputies, named O’Keefe, who waa to meet Cborchill at 7 
o’clock in the evening, to proceed to the office of the daily 
paper npon which Coonelly waa employed as a reporter, 
to make tbs arrest. O'Keefe went to the office in advance I 
of (he time agreed upon, and sent to an upper room for 
Connelly. The latter came down at once, and the arrest 
made. Connelly expressed bis wUliognesa to ai 
pany the officer, hot requested permission to retnrn 

to arrange bis papers. He waa permitted to do so, 
the officer remaining below, who, after waiting a reason¬ 
able time, and the prisoner not rstoroing, proceeded 
the npper room and found that Connelly bod made i 
escape throngh another entrance into the street, and be baa 
since been heard of. Marshal Ryndera baa offered a | 
reward of (50 for hU arrest. 


Kidsappixo at PnrsBCBGH.—We copy from the Pitts¬ 
burgh Pod of Feb. 13th the following account of an 
atrocious case of kidnapping xrhich lately occurred in 
that city: 

“Some five years ago, a mulatto man, named George 
W. Farris, escaped from his master, a wealthy plantCT 
by the name of ^igian, near TascumWa, Alabama, who 
was also Uie reputed father of Farris. He was a fine 
mechanic, came to Pittsbnrgb, married and settled, boon 
after be came here, be was followed by a mM named 
Shaw, who ined every possible meanB in his power 
to entice him into the Sooth, bat without snccess, until a 1 
year ance, when, by showing forged letters to Farris, he 
indheed him to go to SL Louis, and from there to a small 
town in that vicinity, called Brunswick, for the ostensible 
purpose of proenring work as a bricklayer. Here be was 
arrested by the Uuited States anthorilies, and earned 
back to Alabama. His wife remained here daring his 
abaence, and ia engaged at Miss Kimberly’s Theatre in 
some minor capacity, with her child, a bright little urchin, 
now three or four years of age. About a week since, Mrs. 
Farris received intimations that Shaw had retnrned from 
jfiaBonii, and, being aware of the part be bad taken in 
the abdnetion of her husband, became alarmed lest he 
shonld endeavor to obtain poaseaaion of her child. On the 
llth of Febrnary she received a note from James A. Tot^ 
rence, a constable in Alleghany City, and, fearing this was 
part of a plot for obtaining the child, she mode infor- 
raalion against Shaw and Torrence for conspiracy. 
Another infonnation was also entered against them for an 
iMempt to ahdnct and kidnap the child. Officers Moon 
I aod Patterson were dispatched after these men, and Tor- 
rence and Shaw were arrested. A man named Gaasel, a 
property-man at the theatre, was also arrested on sus¬ 
picion of being a party to the affair After a bearing be¬ 
fore the Mayor, Torrence was discharged on hia own re¬ 
cognizance to appear as a witness on Tuesday morning ; 

Cassel was held to bail for hU appearance, charged i- 

accessory in the felony, and Shaw, being nnable to o1 
bail, was locked np in the wateb-bonse until the exi 

ion. 

“ Shaw boasts that be has been in pnrsnit of Farris for 

re years, for which be says be has received one dollar 
and a qnarter per day during all that lime, aod live bon- 
dred dollars in carii. When arrested be banded to bis] 
wife a pocket-book, which be afterwards stated was filled 
with Georgia and AJabamA money, supposed to be the 
proceeds of this transaction. It is stated that at onetime 
be offered to a woman in Ibis city one hnodred dollars if 
she wonld decoy Farris to her bonse, where be conid ad¬ 
minister chloroform to him aod carry him off. He also 
offered to Mr. John Digoam and another man, bricklayers, 
fifty dollars If they would decoy him off into Virginia, 
under pretence of working there. This same Shaw waa 
arrested in Joly, 1855, for breaking into the bonse of Mrs. 
Gardner, in the Ninth Ward. When arrested, a bottle of 
chloroform and some bnrglars' tools were fonod in hia 
possession, bnt by some mismsoagement be eras acqnilted.* 
So it seems that be has l>een familiar with the n^e of 
chloroform. 

“ In addition to the ioformatioa already made, Mrs. 
Farris will this morning make a third alMavit against 
him, for attempting to abduct and kidnap her hnshand. 
The punishment for this crime, by the act of 1826, is aa 
imprisonment in the Penitentiary for a terra of from seven 
to twenty-one years, and a fine of from five handred to 
two thonsand dollars, one-half to go lo th j prosecutor.”
